SUBJECT ! Weekly Report of the Office of Training 

1. Brooking* Conferences 

Judging from favorable feedback from guests, the 14 June Brookings 
Conference at Headquarters came off smoothly. Mr. Simons of 
Brookings offered comment that the Executive Director's briefing, with- 
out the notes and charts used in the past, was very effective. The 
advance distribution of reading materials to participants stimulated 
numerous questions. Preparations for the 23 June Brookings visit are 
complete. 

2. Notes on Program Assisted Instruction 

a. A new PAX exercise on Operational Terminology was recently 
introduced Into the Administrative Procedure* Course (for junior clerical 
personnel) with good results. Time to complete the exercise ranged from 
50 minutes to 1 1/2 hours. Students used a glossary of operational ter- 
minology as an aid in selecting correct answers. 

b. The Defense intelligence School has requested 50 copies of the 
programmed text in map reading. Use of this text by the DXS is part of 
our continuing validation of the PAI material.
